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Mac Arthurs 
Wartime Views 
More Secret 
New York Paper Says 
Army Raises Rating 
Of Official Documents 


NEW YORK (A*)—The New York 
Times says the Army has raised 
the secrecy rating of official docu­ 
ments bearing on Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s wartime views on the 
need for Soviet help in the battle 
against Japan. 
The general has stated that had 
he been asked at the time of the 
Yalta conference, he would have 
advised against bringing the Rus­ 
sians into the Pacific War “at that 
late date.” 
Sent Messages 
The Washington Post and Times- 
Herald, in an editorial March 25, 
disputed this statement, saying. 
‘‘Gen MacArthur is known to have 
sent messages to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff during 
World War II 
pleading for concessions to get 
Russia into the Japanese war.” 
MacArthur’s 
chief 
aide, 
Maj. 
Gen. Courtney Whitney, ret., de­ 
nied this again yesterday in a let­ 
ter to the Washington newspaper. 
He said he had reviewed the file 
of MacArthur’s 
most important 
messages to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff during World War II and it 
“ makes no mention of the entry of 
Soviet Russia into the war against 
Japan.” 
The New York Times, in a dis­ 
patch from Washington signed by 
Anthony Leviero, said last night it 
had asked the Army to release 
wartime 
documents 
that 
would 
have clarified the question. 
The Times said the files it sought 
had at one time been graded “top 
secret” but “they had been down­ 
graded to ‘restricted’ late in 1945 
so that the Army historians could 
write their histories.” 
The Times said the Army agreed 
to release pertinent parts of the 
documents but “a hitch developed’’ 
and the classification was changed 
from 
“restricted” 
to “ confiden­ 
tial.” 
“ In other words,” the Times 
said, “they have been upgraded 
to keep the press from having ac­ 
cess.” 
Among the documents it sought 
the Times said, were two cited on 
Page 308 of an Army history vol­ 
ume “Washington Command Post: 
The Operations Division.” 
The Times said this book report­ 
ed a conference Feb. 25, 1945, be­ 
tween Gen. George A Lincoln, then 
chief of the strategy section of the 
war plans division of the War De­ 
partment general staff, and Gen. 
MacArthur and his chief of staff. 
Be Pinned Down 
The book said that MacArthur 
at that time discussed the planned 
invasion of Japan and urged that 
“ as many Japanese divisions as 
possible should first be pinned 
down on the mainland, principally 
by Soviet forces.” This discussion 
was two weeks after the Yalta 
conference, at which Russia had 
already agreed to fight against 
Japan. 
In a letter to Managing Editor 
J. R. Wiggins of the Washington 
Post and Times Herald, Whitney 
said the file pertinent to the dis­ 
pute “should be opened to t h e 
public.” 
“Should it be," Whitney con­ 
tinued, “ it would clearly disclose 
that if any one is trying to ‘re­ 
write history’ . . . it is not Gen. 
MacArthur ”

in the hands uf the queen ’* 


The independent Economist com­ 
mented “ . . . Churchill has avoided 
any direct answer to parliamen­ 
tary questions about his retirement 
with such puckish assidutiy that 
it is now more widely assumed 
than 
ever that his retirement is 
only a few days off." 
Monday night Queen Elizabeth 
II and her husband, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, will dine with Churchill 
at his official Downing Street resi­ 
dence. Many expect the dinner to 
be Churchill’s “ farewell party.” 
Most observers believe that, if 
Churchill does 
resign as prime 
minister, he will not leave t h e 
House of Commons, but conti ue 
on m his other capacity—us “elder 
statesman” in Parliament.

The Perry variety of Soybeans 
is our best early variety to plant.

. . and eastern areas It has also 
found its way into Southeast Mis­ 
souri. This weed enemy is an an­ 
nual which develops each year from 
seed produced the previous sea­ 
son. 
Giant Foxtail is highly prolific 
and thrives under ordinary land 
cultivation. Even frequent clipping 
will not prevent it from develop­ 
ing seed. 
Land that is now' free of this weed 
can become infested in many ways. 
Seed can be carried in harvesting 
machinery, feed grains, planting 
seeds or baled hay or straw'. The 
field crops professor believes that 
a farm owmer whose land is now 
relatively free of the weed c a n 
w’ell afford the expense of complet­ 
ely eliminating it before it spreads 
over the whole farm . 
It takes 
special 
m easures 
to 
eradicate giant foxtail from a hea­ 
vily infeated field. Cultivation con­ 
trol m easures should be directed 
at acomplishing two things. The 
weed plants should be prevented 
from maturing and producing seed 
should encourage any weed seed 
in the soil to sprout so that the land 
will finally become clean.

Missouri is underway on a tiny! 
plot of ground—four acres to be 
exact—one and a half miles north- I 
east of Blodgett on 
the 
fa rm j 
owned by the Moulton interests. 
But to go back to the beginning 
of the story: when Tom Moulton 
came to Missouri from Minnesota 
and 
established 
the 
Diehlstadt 
branch factory of the Moulton lr- 
rigation Company, 
he 
made 
a 
careful check of the soil through­ 
out this area and promptly came 
to the conclusion that, properly 
fertilized and irrigated, there was 
no reason that he could see why 
this 
area 
should 
not 
produce 
vastly more quantities of vege-! 
tables than had been harvested 
for years. 
Comparable Soil 
Moulton found that many acres, 
literally hundreds of them, were 
of a soil comparable to that in 
other states where potato growing 
is done commercially and most 
successfully and, as a starter, de­ 
cided to experiment. 
Through an arrangement with 
Barron West, of Wisconsin, who 
plants some four hundred acres 
annually to potatoes for commer-1 
cial disposal, 
an 
experimenttal 
plot was laid out and West, ac- j 
companied by two of his em ploy-i 
es, came to Missouri to plant po­ 
tatoes. 
The ground was fertilized with 
400 pounds to the acre of 4-16-16 
fertilizer. As the plants grow 400 
pounds of amomum nitrate will 
be applied in three applications— 
when the plants are six inches 
tall 200 pounds will be put on by 
spreader; when the buds begin to 
show IOO pounds will be applied 
through 
the irrigation sprinkler 
system and, two weeks later, the 
final IOO pounds.

early Irish potatoes

the crop. 
But it is not only the future of 
potato growing commercially that 
hinges on a successful operation 
of this test plot.

The list covers virtually every 
subject of interest and concern to 
the region’s farm ers. 
On price supports, the associa­ 
tion says that supports should be 
established and maintained on all 
storeable commodities at a min­ 
imum level of 90 per cent of 
parity. 
, 
“ Stable price supports at equit­ 
able levels should be combined 
with efforts to foster and encour­ 
age domestic and foreign consum­ 
ption of farm products, and both 
research and legislation should be 
applied to relieving the farming 
industry from the ‘squeeze’ cre­ 
ated by current economic condi­ 
tions,” the resolution reads. 
The association, in qualifying 
its stand on price supports, says 
that the American farm er, “ un­ 
aided by realistic price support 
program ,” will find it impossible 
to maintain the farm production 
potential “ which constitutes the 
basis of domestic prosperity and 
international security.” 
The group, in a resolution on 
production controls, favors “ the 
continuation 
of 
submissic%i 
of 
marketing quota program s to ac­ 
cept by a m ajority vote of the 
farm ers affected, 
and 
also 
the 
practice of establishing acreage 
allotments 
on 
an 
“ historic” 
or 
long term basis.” 
It favors gearing domestic and 
export programs so that cotton 
plantings in 1956 and future con­ 
trolled years may produce no less 
than 14 million bales per year. 
On using acreage diverted from 
cotton in allotment program s, the 
association says that 
“ no 
farm 
should be required to divert more 
than 15 per cent of its total acre­ 
age to 
so-called 
designated 
or 
non soil-depleting crops. 


“A 
three-year historical 
base 
should be used in the establish­ 
ment of production levels on all 
crops under direct acreage allot­ 
ments and marketing quotas, and 
which are included in the total 
farm allotment.” 
Urge Simple Soil Plan 
The association approved 
soil 
conservation programs and advo­ 
cated the continuance of “ incen­ 
tive payments to encourage the in­ 
creased application of conserva­ 
tion practices. 
It also urges that “ the state law 
governing the 
establishm ent 
of 
soil conservation districts be sim ­ 
plified whereby any 
group 
of 
farm ers making a unified request 
for such service may obtain them 
without the unnecessary restric­ 
tions and regulations that are now 
discouraging the organization of 
new districts. 
Describing its “ water policy” , 
the group called for a “compre­ 
hensive investigation of the water 
resources of the state and the 
possible enactment of sound and 
constructive 
legislation 
govern­ 
ing their use,” because of the 
growing use of irrigation in this 
region. The group wants scientif­ 
ic proof that the underground wa­ 
ter supply in the Missouri Delta is 
virtually inexhaustible, as often 
stated. 
The Federal farm credit sys­ 
tem, says the association, should 
be revised so 
that 
“deserving 
young farm ers shall be eligible for 
loans for the purchase of farm s 
and equipment.” Loans for soil 
j conservation practices and irriga­ 
tion system s should be liberalized 
so that more farm ers may partic­ 
ipate, the group says. 
Si ll Cotton Abroad 
On cotton exports, the A ssocia­ 
tion recommends that the Federal 
: Government adopt a goal of at 
least 5,500,000 bales of cotton per 
year to sell abroad, and that the 
agencies should 
use 
reciprocal 
trade agreements, currency 
ad­ 
justm ents, revolving funds 
and 
credit extensions to attain

We county agents haven't been 
very well satisfied with the an­ 
swers which we have given farm ­ 
ers that ask how this weed may 
be controlled. We certainly don’t 
blame the farm ers for not boing 
satisfied either. That is, giant fox­ 
tail has been sort of an unsloved 
problem. 
It is C. A. Helm, Professor of 
Field Crops of the University of 
Missouri who has given the first 
concrete proposal for the elimina­ 
tion of this pest that I have seen. 
To appreciate the value of his 
recommendations it should be real­ 
ized that this is a weed that forms 
seed to perpetuate itself in spite 
I of frequent cultivations and close 
I clipping. The method proposed by 
Professor Helm is based on t h e 
i principle that new crops of the 
weed must be destroyed by fre­ 
quent plowing of the ground. Here 
is the suggestion which he makes 
For 1955 — disc and sow oats 
and remove for hay or grain be­ 
fore the foxtail can develop seed. 
Plow — after oats are removed 
—and drill soybeans solid at a 
heavy rate. 
Remove soybeans for hay be­ 
fore the foxtail matures seed Re­ 
plow and plant sown grain. Fall 
pasture the grain crop. 
For 1956 — Pasture out — or re­ 
grain crop sown the previous fall. 
Plow the ground, drill soybeans 
and proceed as in 1955. 
Continue this method of land 
management and use as long as 
the giant foxtail continues to vol­ 
unteer.

Thin Vetch Best for Seed 
Tests made

The second point 
i proved is that for a maximum 
yield of seed vetch must be grown 
with some kind of small grain. The 
third fact discovered is that w’here 
vetch is being grown for seed it 
should be seeded at a much lower 
rate per acre than where it is to 
be turned under as a green ma­ 
nure crop. To be specific, seeding 
rates of 20 to 30 pounds per acre 
is good for green manuring purp­ 
oses 
but often

acre. This means that generally 
farm ers who look over their small 
grain and ’ itch mixtures for theii 
best seed producing prospects will 
do well to look for rather thin 
stands of vetch.

This ration was im proved by re ­ 
placing part of the linseed oil

Also, in this experim ent, each 
supplem ent was fed to tw o lots of 
six pigs w ith one lot being fed an 
antibiotic from 
w eaning to the 
tim e th at they weighed IOO pounds 
and w ere put on experim ent. 
"The pigs receiving the antibio­ 
tics showed very little advantage 
over those not receiving it in their 
ration.” T ribble rem arked. ‘’The 
spot to get the best use of a n ti­ 
biotics in feeding sw ine seems to 
be from birth to IOO pounds.
